CHICAGO STADIUM, June 28. 
(P)—-Governor Dewey, formally 
accepting the Republican party 
nomination for the presidency, de- 
clared tonight that the making of | 
world peace “is no task to be en- 
trusted to stubborn men, grown 
old and tired and quarrelsome in 
office.” 

The stocky New Yorker took 
“over the party reins in the closing 
ceremony of a national! convention 
which had voted them to him 
eight hours before, 1,056 to 1. 

Like everyone else in the huge 
hall, the nominee’s face was glis- 
tening in the heat. Beside him, 
when he first appeared before the 
throng of Republicans and spec- 
tators, was Mrs. Dewey. 

A white orchid sprang upward 
from the left shoulder of her sim- 
ple black frock. 

“No organization for peace will 
last,” Dewey told steaming and 
applauding thousands crammed 
into this vast indoor bowl, “if it 
is slipped through by stealth or 
trickery or the momentary hypno- 
tism: of high-sounding phrases. 
WORK AND PRAY 

“We shall have to work and 
pray and be patient and make 
sacrifices to achieve a really last- 
ing peace. That is not too much 
to ask in the name of those who 
have died for the future of our 
country. This is no task to be en- 
trusted to stubborn men, grown 
old and tired and quarrelsome in 
office. We learned that in 1919.”

Gloomy GOP Delegates 


Fear for Party Future

CHICAGO, June 28.—After selecting a presidential ticket made up 


of Governor Dewey, of New York, and Governor Bricker, of Ohio, the 
Republican national convention passed into history tonight under the 


deepest spell of gloom that has enveloped any similar political con- 


clave since the Hoover debacie of 
As the 


turned homeward, weary from 
three days of sweltering heat in 
the Chicago.stadium, it was ap- 


parent that not one in 10 among 
them gave the party ticket more 
than an outside chance to win 
over President Roosevelt in No- 
vember. 

The convention's lack of real 
enthusiasm for its youthful presi- 
dential nominee was well iilus- 
trated in the demonstrations 
which followed the presentation 
of the names of the two leading 
candidates to the delegates. 


BRIEF DEMONSTRATION 


Dewey was accorded — perhaps 
the briefest demonstration ever 
given a major candidate for the 
presidency when his name was 
placed in nomination. It lasted no 
more than 10 minutes, contrasted 
with demonstrations for more than 
an hour which have accompanied 
the presentation of President 
Roosevelt’s name in three previous 
Democratic national conventions. 


But what seems more signifi- 
cant, the demonstration given 
Bricker, who withdrew at the last 
minute in favor of the New York- 
er, was far more enthusiastic and 
lasted twice as long as that going 
to Dewey. When the Ohio Gov- 
ernor took the platform to re- 
nounce his candidacy the conven- 
tion hall, anticipating the purpose 
of his appearance, resounded with 
long shouts of “no.” 


BRICKER FAVORED 


The greatest demonstration of 
the convention up to that time 
ensued, and it was some 20 min- 
utes before Bricker was allowed 
to speak. Many seasoned observ- 
ers saw in all of this an under- 
lying preference of the delegates 
for Bricker, who might have de- 
feated Dewey for the nomination 
but for the action of the Republi- 
can old guard earlier in the pre- 
convention campaign in seizing of 
the New York Governor as the 
man most likely to defeat Wen- 
dell L. Willkie. 


The tempo of futility which de- 
pressed the atmosphere of the 
convention during ‘its closing ses- 
sions was set last night by the re-

Back 2 Miles 
On Saipan Isle

As hard-driving American in- 
vaders of Japan’s Saipan island 
pressed their conquest, big Yank 
naval guns were trained again on 
the vital Marianas and the Kur- 
iles, some 3,000 miles north. 


Admiral Chester W. Nimitz re- 
ported late yesterday that war- 
ships of his Pacific fleet cut loose 
on Tinian island, adjacent to Sai- 
pan, and also shelled Kuradu Za- 
ki. chief town on Paramushiro is- 
land, in the Kurile -hain. 


On Saipan American troops ad- 
vanced two miles northward from 
the east coast. On the western 
flank they penetrated deeper into 
the wrecked town of Garapan 
against stubborn resistance. 


The favorable Allied news from 
the Pacific was in sharp contrast 
to the darkening military situ- 
ation in central southeast China 
where the Japanese invaders com- 
pletely surrounded Hengyang, one

With Saipan’s conquest appar- 
ently assured, Navy Secretary For- 
restal predicted new and heavy 
blows against Japan’s mainland, 
the Phillipines and the Dutch East 
Indies. 

HENGYANG HARD PRESSED 

The military situation in central 
southeast China approached a cli- 
max with Japanese encirclement 
of the strategic railway junction of 
Hengyang. Fierce fighting raged 
on all sides of the Hunan province 
city, loss of which would be Chi- 
na’s greatest setback since 1938. 

Hengyang’s fali would open the 
way for Japanese strikes into 
northern Kwangtung and Kwangsi 
provinces, being evacuated by 
Americans and other foreigners. 

Kwangtung is on China’s south 
coast. Its most important ports— 
Hong Kong, Canton and Swatow— 
long have been in Japanese hands. 
Kwangsi faces the northern Indo- 
China border. 

JAPS’ PURPOSE 

The southern end of the Canton- 
Hankow railway runs through Hu- 
nan and Kwangtung to Canton. 

The Japanese hope to establish 
a west defense wall along the 
1,000-mile railway line to sea! off 
the China coast and keep, Allied 
air bases out of the strategic re- 
gion.

‘Over Top’ in Bond Sales

Thirteen counties in Georgia have exceeded their quotas i in the 
Fifth War Loan campaign and are continuing their bond sales in an 
effort to bolster up other sections of the state, still lagging. 


The “over the top” 
are Ben Hill, Irwin, Pierce, Evans, 
Screven, Wilkes, Haralson, Stew- 
art, Quitman, Colquitt, Miller, 
Wilkinson and Monroe. 

Even Fulton county, lagging be- 
hind, pulled itself up into a cred- 
itable spot along with DeKalb 
county—the two that are known 
as the 16th district. 

The 16th district yesterday was 
at the 72 per cent mark and from 
the offices of Charles A. Stair, 
state chairman of the War Fi- 
nance Corporation, came word: 

“We believe most of the coun- 
ties will have exceeded their quo- 
ta by this weekend.” 

The state leaders credited the 
heavy buying throughout the ru- 
ral counties of Georgia to the 
caravans of soldiers, with speak- 
ers and exhibits of war machines; 
that are moving along the high- 
ways of the state, pausing here 
and there to stimulate interest in 
war bonds and to explain to many 
who have never known just what 
good investments war bonds are.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—(74) 
War bond sales yesterday totaled 
$3,569,000,000, the largest single 
day in any of the war loan drives. 

This increased total sales since 
the fifth drive opend June 12 to 
$9,374,000,000, or 59 per cent of 
the $16,000,000,000 goal. 

Sales to individuals now total 
$2,323,000,000, or 39 per cent of 
the goal for these investors, while 
sales to corporations and other 
non-banking investors total $7,- 
051,000,000, or 71 per cent of this 
quota, 

Ted R. Gamble, war finance di- 
rector, said he was pleased with 
the results so far, but cautioned 
against any letdown in the cam- 
paign, and particularly urged 
greater emphasis on sales to indi- 
viduals. The ning will end July 8.

LONDON, Thursday, June 29.— 
(?) — Continuing the swift west- 
ward advanace which in less than 
a week has reoccupied approxi- 
mately 25,000 square miles of Rus- 
sian soil and liberated some 5,000 
places, Soviet troops captured the 
Nazi strongholds of Mogilev, Lepel 
and Osipovichi in White Russia 
yesterday and closed to within 50 
miles of: the historic city of Minsk, 
Moscow said today, 

The capture of Lepel placed the 
advancing First’ Baltic army of 
General Ivan Bagramian about 20 
miles from the old Polish border, 
the closest the Reds have reached 
to the frontier in north central 
Russia. 

The new successes virtually de- 
stroyed the “Fatherland Line” 
which the Germans had heavily 
fortified over a depth of many 
miles and brought the complete 
encirclement of Bobruisk; last Nazi 
Stronghold in this system of for- 
tifications. 

FALL OF OSIPOVICHI 

By taking the railway junction 
of Osipovichi on the Minsk-Bob- 
ruisk line the Reds established a 
strong salient within 60 miles of 
Minsk from the southeast and to 
the northeast were even closer to 
the White Russian capital. 

The Russian communique an- 
nounced the capture of Kostritsa, 
eight miles northeast of Borisov, 
placing this important enemy. base | 
on the gailroad and highway 46 
miles east of Minsk in imminent 
danger of capture. 

Berlin radio said Soviet tank 
columns and troop concentrations 
were near Borisov and were be- 
ing attacked by the German air 
force. 

Moscow said Nazi troops were 
surrendering in large mumbers 
and everywhere .being routed at 
a tremendous cost in German 
lives and equipment. 

“MASS ANNIHILATION” 

The midnight supplement to the 
Soviet communique declared 
fighting for the capture of Lepel, 
42 miles south of: Polotsk, was 
“characterized by mass annihila- 
tion of enemy manpower.” 

The supplement also said that. 
the Red army of General Kon- 
stantin K. Rokossovsky was tight- 
ening its ring of encirclement 
around the five trapped German 
infantry divisions in the Bobruisk 
area. 

The Germans were so closely 
surrounded that it seemed possible 
the toll there might be even 
greater than in the liquidation of 
five divisions south of Vitebsk 
Tuesday when 20,000 were report- 
ed killed and 10,000 taken pris- 
oner. 

Altogether more than 1,000 pop- 
ulated places within the flaming 
250-mile zone of fighting were

British Flail 
Balks Deadly Hail 


SUPREME HEADQUAR- 
TERS ALLIED EXPEDITION- 
ARY FORCE, June 28.—(4)— 
The British army is using flail 
tanks on the Normandy battle- 
field to clear paths through the 
mine fields for troops and air- 
men across the front.

The ferocity of the Nazis’ resist- 
ance to the Yank advance was du- 
plicated clear across the peninsula 
as the enemy clung stubbornly to 
every defensible position and took 
the fullest advantage of rough ter- 
rain. Fresh German infantry and 
guns continued to join the battle, 
and the fighting was the fiercest 
since the Gustav and Hitler lines 
were cracked at the outset of the 
Allied offensive. 


Every civilian was cleared from 
San Vincenzo before the Ameri- 
cans attatked last night, and for 
hours the fighting raged from 
house to house. Every street was 
protected by barricades and wire 
entanglements. It was regarded as 
a sample of what the Allies may 
expect in every Italian town now 
between them and the Germans’ 
Pisa-Rimini defense line. 

Field Marshal Albert Kessel- 
ring, having halted the disorgan- 
ized flight of his forces, now ob- 
viously was determined to fore- 
stall an Allied assault on the 
“Gothic” line this summer. The 
rought country prevented swift 
thrusts by Allied armor. 

Four miles inland from San Yin- 
cenze, other American armored 
forces surrounded and captured 
the town of Sasseta after a stiff 
fight with units of an Elite SS di- 
vision. Also occupied was the vil- 
lage of Chiusdino. French troops 
advanced to the vicinity of San 
Quirico d’Orcia.

‘Henriot, ‘Goebbels of France, 
Killed by Band of Patriots 


LONDON, June 28—(/)—French 
underground executioners struck 
boldly in Paris early today, killing 
Philippe Henriot, Vichy minister 
of propaganda, and apparently es- 
caped death or capture themselves. 

Fifteen or 20 uniformed patriots 

invaded the ministry-home of the 
“Goebbels of France” and shot 
him down in his bedroom, Axis 
radios reported. Neither the 
enemy broadcasts nor a subse- 
quent speech of sympathy by 
Pierre Laval, Vichy chief of gov- 
ernment, mentioned any arrests. 
Transocean news agency said flat- 
ly that the assailants escaped. 


An Associated Press’ dispatch 
from Madrid said, however, that 
according to reports reaching the 
Spanish border, Henroit was slain 
by one of his own bodyguards in 
his office as the result of a quar- 
rel with other Vichy propagandists 
over present policies. 

An editorial Henroit wrote in 
Mondays’ Echo de Nancy intimat- 
ed he believed the German cause 
was lost, saying, “Now France is 
@ battlefield and it is too late to 
weep.” 

The dramatic blow silenced one 
of the most hated voices in France. 
Since his appointment as propa- 
ganda minister last January, the 
55-year-old former schoolteacher 
has broadcast twice daily, exhort- 
ing Frenchmen to aid the Nazis 
for the sake of the future of 
France. 


A French source in London said 
Henriot probably had received 
“more threatening letters than 
anyone in France” because of 
these broadcasts. Before the war 
Henriot was a rightist deputy. He 
joined the Germans soon after 
France fell. 

A broadcast by the German 
DNB news agency said several 
carloads of men drove up to the 
gate before Henriot’s residence

Laval, going on the Paris radio 
at the hour Henriot had been mak- 
ing one of his daily broadcasts, 
bitterly attacked the members of 
the French resistance movement, 
charging that they wanted to “pre- 
cipitate France into civil war.” 

Henriot became the most im- 
portant French _ collaborationist 
yet to fall. An effort was made 
to kill Henriot at Tarbes in May, 
1943, when three bombs exploded 
in a hall where he was speaking. 
Several persons were killed but 
Henriot escaped injury. 

It was reported today from Port 
Bou, Spain, that’ French guerrillas 
striking in the Tarbes region of 
the Pyrenees had blown up 
stretches of the railroad between 
Auch and Tarbes. The Germans 
were said to have been relying on 
this railway for east and west rail 
communications since the Tou-

Writes to Dad 


Of especial interest to the fam- 
ilies and friends of boys held by 
the Japanese as prisoners of war 
is the letter just received by Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles A. Cook Sr., of 
650 Ormewood avenue, S. E., from 
their son, Sergeant Charles A. 


Cook Jr., a prisoner in Hoten 
Camp, Manchukuo. 

Sergeant Cook, who was a sur- 
vivor of the famous “Death 
March of Bataan,” was stationed 
at Fort William McKinley in the 
Philippines. After a silence of nine 
months, his family was notified in 
Jahuary, 1943, that he was a pris- 
oner. Last week they received 
their second letter from him. 


On a card, which Sergeant Cook 
calls a “letter,” he writes: 


“Dear Dad: This is the second 
letter that I have written, so I 
expect to hear from some of the 
family soon. Would like to know 
how all of you are. Where are you 
working and what is mother do- 
ing? Some of the men have re- 
ceived mail. I am in good health 
and feel fine. Hope that all of the 
family are well. Tell all to keep 
their health. Tell Bobby (Bobby 
Townley, of Atlanta, now stationed 
at Camp Crowder, Mo.) that I 
would like to hear from him. Love 
to all, Charles.” 

Mrs. Cook, president of the 
Philippine-American Club, points 
out that this is one of the first 
cards via air mail to be received 
from boys in Jap prison camps. 
If such service continues, the fam- 
ilies may well expect to hear more 
often from sons held prisoners.

We think the Atlanta community, which includes the city and | 


at least two counties, probably three, needs a catalystic agent 
to bring all together on postwar planning. 

Of late Fulton county and the city of Atlanta have been demon- 
strating how effectively they can work together on paving those. 
streets most in need of resurfacing. , 

But as yet the problem of postwar traffic planning, which 
this community must have if it is to remain as the center of the 
south in the years ahead, has bogged down almost entirely 
because of conflicting personalities. 

It is an unpleasant fact that it is almost too late to begin 
planning. It is uncomfortable to know that almost every city 
with a problem long ago worked out its postwar plan and got it 
down in blue prints done by competent engineers. In some cities 
work has begun where that work could be tied in with the war. 

There is some objection to federal aid for road and traffic 
improvements. As long as we are to be taxed for this aid it is 
the height of folly not to get back that part of the money which 
our citizens have paid in. There is no good sense in letting 
Alabama, or Tennessee or California make improvements with 
federal funds, to which all states contribute, and refuse to use 
them in Georgia. 

Tremendous sums are available. Most funds do not have to 
be matched. — 3 

A catalysis is needed. We think the necessary agent is the 
State Highway Board which could bring all county and municipal 
agencies together; suggest and accept plans for a fair pro-rata 
basis of contribution.

The Tragic Road-A gain? 

In the party platform, adopted at the Republican National 
Convention in Chicago, the plank on postwar foreign policy 
contains language of futility that is not short of nauseating in 
the way it ignores past tragic experience. It is, undeniably, the

In Land of Palestine 


In all those wide areas of the world where 
the bitter hand of war has reached, there have 
been no visible lights through all the years of 
bie wy, conflict. Only the light of moon and stars has 
broken the complete blackness which has shrouded those embattled 
countries within reach of enemy air bombers. Save when the bombs 
and the incendiaries provide their own light of death or the flash of 
the antiaircraft guns provides awe-inspiring pyrotechnic display. 

“When the lights go on again” has become a phrase of hope, of 
faith and of confidence. It has become symbolic, meaning more 
than the mere physical relighting of the world, meaning, too, the 
rekindling of that torch of progress in the better ways of life that 
has been temporarily eclipsed. 

Yet, in another sense, there is a light, most important of all, that 
has never been dimmed, a light which has, instead, burned brighter 
and more beautifully by reason of the agony that mankind has 

nown. ; 
. That ever-burning flame is the light of the spirit, the light of 
the only true religion, that which fills a man’s secret soul and wor 
ships in the hidden places of his heart. 

It is that light of the spirit and the faith in right and honor and 
decency which it requires, which makes so certain that the lights 
of earth shall, before too long a time has passed, themselves go on 
again and this old world of ours shall again present the bright face 
of happiness to her sister planets. 


SIGNIFICANT NEWS There was a small, but deeply signifi- 


cant, item of news in your paper this 
week. It was datelined from Jerusalem and told how, for the first 
time in four years, the blackout had been lifted in some provinces 
of Palestine, the native land of Christ, He who brought the light 
of the spirit to the sons of men. 

Isn’t there a special significance in the fact that, among the 
first war-engaged countries to end the earthly blackout, should be 
Palestine, the tiny country which kindled the spark that first broke 
through the blackout of freedom and the darkness of paganism? 

We have had, in the coastal areas of this country, a modified sort 
of blackout, a dimout. But nowhere in this country has been ex- 
perienced the complete, unbroken blackout which has been the night- 
ly rule for nearly five years in Britain, for instance. 

The one thing which has most thrilled returning travelers from 
overseas and those who have, since war began, landed on our shores 
for the first time, has been the sight of lights, outdoor lights, at 
night. 

er shall never forget, even after only a brief experience of life in 
England under the blackout; the sight of the lights as we ap- 
proached New York, coming home after the blackout, siz-zagging 
voyage across the dangerous ocean, after the war began in 1939. 

The lights of a highway, along the shores of Long Island, seemed 
like the most beautiful string of pearls imaginable. And, the first 
night ashore, weary though we were, we postponed sleep so that 
we might walk, slowly, along Seventh avenue to Times Square, up 
42nd street, where we could enjoy the delicious experience of the 
myriad of glittering, glaring, twinkling lights. 

We knew then, in our hearts, that some day the lights would go 
on again all over the world, 


AND THEY SHALL The tide of war turned months ago. It 


is now flowing, more swiftly than ever, 
toward that shore of victory which must precede resumption of the 
normal, decent ways of life. 

. The victory is almost within our grasp. From west and east and 
south the armies of inexorable fate are driving ever nearer the 
heart of Nazidom. : 

Just how soon the final triumph shall come we cannot know. 
It will come only on that day when Germany recognizes the in- 
evitable and accepts the only possible terms of peace, unconditional 
surrender. 

In Normandy, in Italy, in Russia, our sons and the sons of our 
Allies are experiencing the horrors of war, with all its weariness, 
its filth, its sacrifice and its death. They are, every one of them, 
giving everything they have to bring nearer that glad day when the 
lights go on again. 

If there is any one among us, safely here at home, who is giving 
less than all he can through the various channels by which we 
civilians can help, his conscience must be imposing a permanent 
blackout in his heart. 

Give, as you never gave before, that the lights of earth may soon 
shine again and that the light of the spirit that was kindled so ae 
ago in Palestine shall inspire mankind to make a world in whic 
war shall never again smother the light in the windows of home.

“Come on out, Terry,” Young 
Corbett yelled, “and take your 
licking.” : 

Whether from fear or rage, Mc- 
Govern lost his poise and the up- 
start knocked him out in two 
rounds. 

At the moment, Tom Dewey is 
on his way to the ring. Mr. Roose- 
velt has had three fights since 
he was first nominated for the 
presidency in the spring of 1932 
and has won them all, but two of 
his victims were pop-overs and 
the third a big, clumsy, headstrong 
novice who licked himself by talk- 
ing too much, knowing it all and 
ignoring the advice and wisdom 
of his handlers. 


Hollow Hoover 

Herbert Hoover was a defending 
champion who, in the ring, would 
have been called a hollow shell. 
He looked and felt beaten Before 
the bell and his defeat was so 
popular that he had to carry his 
own bucket back to his room. And 
the new champion was so cocky 
and prideful in victory that you 
might have thought he had knock- 
ed a Dempsey right through the 
skylight. Actually, he won mostly 
on the issue of repeal which he 
had lacked the courage to demand 
when the issue was dangerous. It 
was Al Smith who fought the pro- 
hibitionists and softened them up 
for his friend. 

Hoover was afraid of repeal and 
would only mumble miserably 
about an experiment noble in pur- 
pose, for he hadn’t the political 
instinct to sense, as Roosevelt did, 
that popular sentiment had 
changed.

Expendable 


In 1936,-Alf Landon was a sac- 
rifice. The Republicans had no- 
body ready but had to represent 
themselves to keep their identity 
and a skeleton organization.

Willkie was a_ great, 
sweaty, shaggy lump who violated 
all the rules, led with his right, 
threw horrible swings which left 
him wide open but raised a wind’ 
as they whistled past and showed 
enormous strength like Firpo, The 
trouble with the big clown was 
that, right there in the ring, 
against the champion, in a fight 
for the title, he developed a sud- 
den admiration for the champion’s 
style and tried to adopt it im- 
promptu against a slippery master 
who had invented and practiced 
those tricks to perfection. Toward 
the end, therefore, when Roosevelt 
had studied him out, the champion 
could anticipate him and the cus- 
tomers saw an amazing illusion as 
of the champion fighting his own 
image in a big mirror. As time 
went on, the clientele had no great 
regret for they reckoned that even 
had the challenger won, they 
would have had for a new cham- 
pion only an imitation of the old 
one, 


New Contender 


Is this new young fellow any 
good? Can he punch? Is he fast? 
Is he smart? Is he game? 

He is as good an orator as 
Roosevelt ever was and without 
the corny and patronizing familiar- 
ity or the Groton accent. When he 
speaks of the working man, he 
speaks with the sandlot knowledge 
of a kid from Owosso, Mich., who 
never had a nurse-governess and 
bought his own furniture with his} 
own earnings when he got mar- 
ried.

Ever See Geronimo? 
Remember the old War War I story of how the 


point (or to apologize for being a 
copy-cat), I was reminded the 
other day when the editor of The 
Constitution wrote an article on 
the derivation of the paratroopers’ 
cry, o,” that I knew a 
story about Geronimo, too. At 
least I thought I did. 

Ever since I was a child in pina- 
fores I had heard about him. He 
“belonged” to the King family, I 
thought; for my Grandfather King 
had brought him back from New 
Mexico—not in person, but in 
story. And so, the other day I 
began trying to run that story 
down. “Did Grandfather actually 
know Geronimo?” I asked my 
aunt. “Certainly,” she replied 
facetiously. “They were just like 
that.” and she held up two paral- 
le) fingers. 

-“No nonsense,” I said sternly. 
“Did he, or didn't he?” 

“Well, he brought home a photo- 
graph of him.” 

“Autographed, saying, ‘For my 
dear friend, Captain Jacob Scott 
King, with regards—Geronimo’?” 

“Of course not. I don’t think it 
was even a cabinet photograph; as 
I remember it, it was a full-length 
picture, and he was wearing battle 
dress, war paint and feathers.” 
COUSIN CALLED IN 

“Hi ho, Silver,” I scoffed, and 
called a cousin on the phone. 
“Cousin Maynie, did Grandfather 
King know Geronimo?” 

“Yes, he did. Only he pro- 
nounced it with an h, as if it were 
spelled Heronimo. I remember 
hearing him talk about that chief- 
tain, but I remember still better 
the beaded purses, moccasins and 
Indian dolls he brought us. I’m 
sure abou’ Geronimo, though, be- 
cause when I was in Florida years 
and years ago we went to an old 
fort where he was imprisoned; 
there were drawings he had made 
of ponies and cowboys, and I 
never should have paid any atten- 
tion if I hadn't known about Gero- 
nimo beforehand.” 

Geronimo in Florida? That was 
queer. I was quite certain she 
was thinking of Osceola, but when 
I consulted an encyclopedia I 
learned that after his capture in 
New Mexico by General Miles, 
Geronimo and his band of 340 
Apaches were imprisoned in Flor- 
ida and later in Alabama before 
they were finally sent to live on 
the Indian reservation near Fort 
Sill, Okla. , 

A second book, on North Amer- 
ican Indians, stated that Geronimo 
was neither a hereditary nor an 
elected chidftain; he was self- 
made; and had “acquired notoriety 
through his opposition to the au- 
thorities and by systematic and 
sensational advertising.” That last 
phrase explained the photograph. 
DIARY CONSULTED 

But my curiosity was whetted. 
I recalled having seen a small 
brown leather diary that grand- 
father kept while he was a gov- 
ernment agent in New Mexico and 
it was obliged to be around some- 
where. You can find anything in 
the Hanna house—except solitusie 
—if you just look long enough. 
You start rummaging throujh 
closets, pulling out drawers and 
emptying the contents on the floor. 
Then Aunt Isla rushes out to stop 
the destruction, and finds the arti- 
cle for you—in her trunk. 

The diary is stamped “Depart- 
ment of the Interior—U., S. Indian 
Service,” and begins on February 
3, 1886, when grandfather, who 
had been wounded three times in 
the Civil War and was unable (or 
disinclined) to practice law, for 
which he had been educated, set 
out on a Wednesday at 6 a. m. to 

me a government agent at 
South Fork, near Las Cruces, near 
old Fort Tularosa. 

At El Paso he had to stop over 
for the night. “Took a look at the 
town; saw Americans, Mexicans, 
Indians, Chinese and a mfxture of 
them all. Looks like this might 
some day be a thriving place. Left 
for Las Cruces at 10 o’clock. Saw 
my first doby houses, proper name 
is adobe; wretched looking things 
for human beings to live in. Took 
in the town of Las Cruces and saw 
nothing.” 

After that he rode in a buck- 
board buggy and “traveled a little 
faster than I thought safe” over 
sandy plains and mountains of 
white sand. To a southerner, it

whenever he saw the snow-covered 
mountains dissolving into the 
clouds, he wrote without varia- 
tion, “Oh, what a beautiful sight!” 
PRETTY DANCERS ° 


On Washington’s birthday he 
“witnessed Indians drawing ra- 
tions; the bucks draw the rations 
but make their squaws tote it 
home. Learned to pronounce Jose 
Carrillo. Pronounced Hosa Co- 
rear.” A few weeks later, “Went 
to Mexican shindig, didn’t dance. 
They dance very well, old-fash- 
joned cotillion, and wind up with 
waltz, but don’t ‘call’ at all. Some 
very pretty dancers, Stayed until 
12 o'clock.” 


There were weeks of “nothing 
but work,” minor irritations, “lost 
my eyeglasses and believed an In- 
dian had stolen them and got mad 
generally, cussed out several In- 
dians”; but there were alsc trout 
fishing in clear lakes, trips through 
deep canyons with pauses for 
“snake bite medicine,” and on 
nearly every page, “Wrote to 
Dora” (his wife, my grandmothef). 


On April 19 things began hap- 
pening: “Saunders nearly killed 


an Indian. All is excitement with| 


both Indians and whites. I have a 
Winchester and 50 cartridges and 
feel safe.” Two days later every- 
thing had “pretty much quieted 
down,” but on the 29th, “San Juan 
died last night and was buried 
before day this morning. You 
would have thought the Philis- 
tines were upon us, or hell had 
broken loose in Mexico to have 
heard them. They mourn more like 
wild beasts than humans. His (San 
Juan’s) boy and the other bucks 
of his camp swear he was be- 
witched by Jose Toris and threat- 
en to slay Toris’s whole camp. 
If they try it, we will all get 
killed. Wouldn't be surprised to 
have the ball open any minute.” 


“April 30. Everything still un- 
certain. Both bands deserted their 
tepees or tents last night; out on 
the sides of the mountains with 
their arms. The cracking of a stick 
could start the fight.” That night, 
“Both bands still sleep in the 
mountains, but I don’t think there 
is much danger of a fight.” 


GERONIMO RIDES 

Next day, May 1: “Juan’s boy 
and his men came in today to say 
they were going to drop every- 
thing and went to elect another 
chief. Elected Nautzila head chief 
of Mercaliso and Juan's boy chief 
of the old camp. Everything is 
lovely and the goose hangs high.” 
May 2: “In the evening Captain 
Parker, chief of the Comanche 
nation and his mohari and mucha- 
cha—” (wife and child, according 
to notes in back of book) “came. 
Captain Parker is a fine looking, 
intelligent Indian and spoke Eng- 
lish very well.” May 3rd: “About 
twelve; Captain Rogers with one 
company of cavalry and one of 
infantry came down on-their way 
to Andreas mountain to’ head off 
Geronimo and succeeded in getting 
four Indian scouts at the place.” 

There are later entries about 
Howe, evidently one of the agents, 
being shot during an attempt at 
robbery by the Indians. But there 
is nothing more about Geronimo. 
According to the book on .North 
American Indians, General Crook 
had been sent out with instruc- 
tions to destroy him and his fol- 
lowers for he had been terrorizing 
the inhabitants of Arizona, New 
Mexico and parts of northern 
Mexico. In March, 1886, a truce 
was made, followed by a confer- 
ence at which terms of surrender 
were agreed on. But Geronimo 
and his followers broke the truce, 
and there was some criticism of 
General Crook which resulted in 
his being replaced by General 
Nelson R. Miles. The latter suc- 
ceeded in capturing the outlaw 
band. 

After their imprisonment in the 
south, they were finally settled on 
the Kiowa reservation in Okla- 
homa and “at the last mentioned 


place they engaged in successful ' 


farming and developed an ability 
to make money and save it.” 
That is a very sad anti-climax. 
Did my grandfather know Gero- 
nimo? It isn’t important, actual- 
ly; but it is extremely tantalizing. 
I know how Sir Arthur Sullivan 
must have felt when he was 
searching for ‘“‘The Lost Chord.”

“IT don’t say that we can carry

said Williams, “but I do say that 
we shall conduct an active cam- 
paign for them.

(Wendell Willkie received ap- 
proximately 40,000 votes in Geor- 
gia four years ago.) 

“I believe the advent of an ef- 
fective two-party system in Geor-

12th German infantry division,

More than 200 localities were 
en during the day’s fight- 
ng 

The Soviet generals were using 
tanks and aircraft in great waves 
to help the infantry blast holes 
through the German lines and the 
communique said that in Tues- 
day’s fighting 109 Nazi tanks and 
61 enemy planes were destroyed 
on all fronts. 

In the north on the Finnish 
front, Moscow said the Russians 
also were rolling forward. South- 
west of Viipuri in the Gulf of Fin- 
land enemy troops were cleared 
from another island and between 
Lakes Ladoga and Onezhskoe 
(Onega) the Reds advanced 19 
miles and captured 11 places. 

20 VICTORY SALVOES 

Shklov, 20 miles north of Mogi- 
lev, and Bykhov, 23 miles south of 
the city, also fell to the crushing 
giant pincers, Stalin announced. 
The victory called for 20 salvoes 
from Moscow’s 224 guns. 

Berlin acknowledged it could 
not check the sweep westward 
through White Russia along a 250- 
mile front less than an hour’s 
plane flight from East Prussia. 
Moscow hailed the drive as an 
auspicious start on the march to 
Berlin, 580 miles west of Minsk. 
The Russians were astride the 
main route and traveling at one 
of the fastest paces of the war. 

At least three great Red armies, 
brilliantly commanded and pow- 
erfully supported from the air, 
struck through hundreds of towns 
and settlements in the Berezina 
and Drut river wastelands direct- 
ing almost unceasing fire upon 
any target helpful to the foe.

MOSCOW, June 28.—(/)— 
Alexander Yakovlev, designer 
of the famed Yak fighter plane 
of the Red Air Force, said to- 
day that’ Premier Stalin per- 
sonally supervised production 
of new machines for the front 
and consistently refused to sac- 
rifice mass production in favor 
of the latest improvements. 

He quoted Stalin as saying 
“it is quite all right to improve 
construction, but what’s most 
important is an increase in pro- 
| duction.” 

While Soviet factories were 
turning out planes for the pres- 
ent offensive, Yakovlev de- 
clared, it was suggested to Sta- 
lin that heavier armor be used. 
Yakovlev said Stalin replied 
indignantly: “You might have 
a corner of a club installed in 
the planes for entertaining dur- 
ing the flight.”

The 42-year-old former racket 
buster, who would be the young- 
est president in American history 
—if he wins in November—inject- 
ed into his acceptance speech an 
accent on youth. He laid special 
emphasis, too, on the assertion that 
“this election will bring an end to 
one-man government in America.” 


Sitting about 10 feet from where 
her husband spoke into micro- 
phones on the flag-draped plat- 
form, Mrs. Dewey’s eyes never 
wandered from her husband as he 
spoke, On her face was an expres- 
sion of contentment and concen- 
tration. 

Getting out his verbal bludgeon, 
tinging his voice with sarcasm, the 
New York governor accused the 
Roosevelt administration of never 
having solved “this fundamental 
problem of jobs and opportunity.” 

“The problem of jobs will not 
be easily solved,” he declared. 
“But it will never be solved at all 
unless we get a new, progressive 
administration in Washington— 
and that means a Republican ad- 
mipistration.” 

A lone Wisconsin holdout, Grant 
Ritter, Beloit farmer, was the only 
convention delegate to cast a vote 
against Dewey. Bricker was nom- 
ihated unanimously. 

The convention adjourned after 
hearing Dewey’s acceptance. 

Wendell L. Willkie, who didn’t 
like the foreign policy plank rati- 
fied by the convention, neverthe- 
less was quick to congratulate 
Dewey. 

OPPORTUNITY 

“You have one of the great op- 
portunities of history,” he said. 

The convention today was a 
scene of hand-holding harmony. 
It shrieked and whistled at men- 
tion of men who might have been 
picked but wereh’t. It had doubts 
for a time about who would get 
second place, but not for long. 

Once it buckled down to work 
it became obvious a clear-cut pat- 
tern had been worked out over- 
night. Without a hitch, the con- 
vention took its cue. 

Dewey-Bricker forces were in 
complete command. Action un- 
folded like a quick-breaking play 
from a T-formation. 

Governor Dwight Griswold, of 
Nebraska nominated Dewey: 

“The past will have its spokes- 
man in this campaign. I give to 
you, as the nominee of the Re- 
publican party, the spokesman of 
the future, Thomas E. Dewey.” 

Banners and placards leaped 
magically into hands of delegates 
and whirled aloft in frenzied ac- 
claim. The convention had its 
first real chance for an old-fash- 
ioned demonstration and did not 
miss it. For 10 minutes, men and 
women streamed up and down the 
aisles, yelling, perspiring in a sta- 
~— that steamed like a Turkish 
ath. 

BANGS FOR ORDER 

Chairman Martin banged for or- 
der with a gavel that looked like 
an undersized beer keg with a 
handle. 

Bricker, tall, gray, composed, 
moved up to the speaker’s sfand. 

Another outburst from the dele- 
gates. Bricker posters on laths 
aloft in the sultry stadium air. 
Cries of “we want Bricker.” 

But the Ohio Governor, who had 
wanted the presidential nomina- 
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tion’ and had said so, no longer 
was in quest of that top honor, 

Bricker spoke. 

He was deeply grateful to those 
who had backed his presidential 
aspirations. But he was “more in- 
terested in defeating the New 
Deal philosophy of absolutism” 


and last ballot by casting all two 
votes for the New Yorker. 

To Governor Edward Martin, of 
Pennsylvania, was given the privi- 
lege of nominating Bricker for vice 
president. 

“We named a young and vigor- 
ous man to Jead us in the battle 
this fall,” Martin declared.

Seconds came, too, from Gover- 
nors Harry F. Kelly, of Michigan, 
and Simeon S. Willis, of Kentucky, 
and from Senator John Dananer, 
of Connecticut. 

The roll was called again, and 
this time there wasn’t even one 
dissenting vote. 

And, except for Dewey’s ac- 
ceptance address, the convention 
was over a day ahead of time. 
Stadium attendants could begin 
cleaning up the place so the Demo- 
crats could move in for their can- 
didate-picking on July 19.

See Final Rift 
With Finland 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—(#)— 
American relations with Finland 
appeared today to be headed for 
a final break as the result of the 
Finnish government’s announce- 
ment that it will fight an active 
war with the Nazis against Russia. 

At the same time, further dip- 
lomatic moves were under con- 
sideration to show this nation’s 
concern over Argentina’s failure 
to take part in a united hemis- 
pheric front against the Axis. 

The London radio quoting Swed. 
ish dispatches said Finance Minis- 
tre Vaino Tanner, of Finland, had 
resigned and that the two Finnish 
political parties, Social Democrats 
and Swedish People’s party, had 
agreed in caucus not to support 
President Risto Ryti’s action in 
handing the country over to the 
Germans.

The decision is now up to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt on whether to 
snap the thin diplomatic thread 
remaining between the United 
States’ and Finland since Finnish |! 
Minister Hjalmar Procope was 
sent home from Washington 10 
days ago. Officials here consider 
it extremely unlikely. that Finland 
would take the first step. 

Since Pearl Harbor, when Fin- 
land was already fighting Russia 
at the side of the Nazis, this gov- 
ernment has maintained gradually 
deteriorating ties with the Finns 
in the hope that they would get 
out of the war, but has often de- 
nounced the course Finland chose 
ENVOY RECALLED 

The American minister to Hel- 
sinki, H. Arthur Schoenfeld, was 
brought home two years ago, and |p 
only Charge D’Affaires Robert 
Gullion now represents the Unit- 
ed States there. 

Reports from Stockholm indi- 
cate that German troops are 
spreading through Finland. It 
was considered here to be likely 
that the Nazis soon may be in as 
complete control of the country 
as they are in Hungary. 
American diplomatic relations 
deteriorated on another front with 
the recall of Ambassador Norman 
Armour from Argentina. 

The State Department is con- 
sulting constantly with other Lat- 
in American republics on the pol- 
icy toward Argentina. There is a 
strong likelihood, observers said, 
that when Armour’s report is cir- 
culated there will be a joint ex- 
pression of disapproval of the 
militaristic Argentine regime. 
American officials said reports 
still come in that military infor- 
mation is going to the Axis from 
Argentina, which broke relations 
with Germany and Japan in Jan- 
uary 

ECONOMIC PRESSURE 

They said that beyond a politi- 
cal thrust, economic measures are 
being considered to reduce the 
wealth Argentina is reaping by 
her heavy exports to the Allies. 
Dr. .Adrian C. Escobar, Argen- 
tine ambassador to the United 
States, denied press reports from 
South America that he is return- 
ing to Buenos Aires. 

An embassy spokesman emphat- 
ically said: “Dr. Escobar is not 
leaving Washington.” 

The spokesman said the reports 
may have emanated from the fact 
that Ambassador Escobar’s two 
nieces, Marta and Maria Luisa Es- 
cobar, are returning to Buenos 
Aires July 3.

At least, that’s the way Captain 
Don H. Fisher, who flew in the 
Pacific area a year, feels about it. 

“TI don’t know how it is in other 
theaters, but out there in the Pa- 
cific, we didn’t fight by a book.” 

“It was one of the major’s fa- 
vorite tricks to circle a Jap air- 
field until some of the Zeros came 
up after us,” the tall, brunette 
captain explained. “Sometimes, we 
would circle for about 20 minutes, 
just asking the Nips up. When they 
came, we were usually outnum- 
bered about five to one, but we 
knocked ’em down that way. The 
ones that remained would get tired 
of dodging, and scamper away.” 

6 S, DOWNED 

22-year-old captain, who is 
a native of Atlanta, but whose 
parents, Dr. and Mrs. ‘Raymond H. 
Fisher live in Miami, Fla., was 
credited with six Zeros and three 
“probables” by the Marine Corps. 

“Boyington was strict about ac- 
crediting planes. They had to blow 
fom your face before he counted 

He probably got more than 
he did—26 was the recorded num- 
ber—but he had to see them blow 
up before he marked them down.” 

Fisher got the first two Japs he 
ran into on his first mission, back 
ini September. 

“That first mission scared hell 
out of me,” he smiled. _ “When I 


saw those Zeros, I got a dry feel- 
ing in my throat. But it’s either 
shoot or be shot, so I shot first.” 

At first, every mission makes 
you go hot and cold, Fisher con- 
tinued, but later you get used to 
them—a little. 

TOO ANXIOUS 

“The trouble with some of the 
boys—why some get shot down— 
is because they get too anxious,” 
Fisher added. “When you see a 
Zero go down, you want to get 
in there and get some more—you 
get too anxious and maybe shot 
down. Teamwork is what counts 
and it’s the only way to beat 
them.” 

According to the captain, the 
Japs still put some pretty good 
pilots in the air. Of course, he 
didn’t “talk to’ any,” but most of 
the ones he “met” were Nip navy 
pilots. 

Fisher described “Pappy” Boy- 


ington—who has been listed as/|- 
missing since January 3—as the 


“most terrific character I’ve ever 
met. He was a leader and a pi- 
lot’s pilot—if that’s not too trite. 
Anyway, that’s the best way I 
can describe him, unless I say, he 
was the loneliest man out there.” 

The captain will be in Atlanta 
for several days, visiting his 
grandfather, S. D. Mullinaux, of 
1492 South Gordon street, S. W. 
When his leave ends, he will re- 
port for duty at the Marine base 
at Cherry Point, N. C. 

“After the war, I’m going to 
be a dentist,” he grinned. “I went 
to the University of Florida two 
years before I got in the Marine 
Corps, and I’m going back and 
finish.”

Willkie’s ‘Wire’ 
Comes byRadio 


NEW YORK, June 28.—(/)— 
Wartime communication restric- 
tions prevented Willkie from send- 
ing a congratulatory telegram to 
Dewey today, but Willkie got a 
“thank you” reply—by wire. 

He also got a hearty laugh out 

of the one-sided exchange, which 
developed this way: 
- ‘Keeping up with developments 
at the National Republican Con- 
vention in Chicago Willkie quick- 
ly prepared a message to Dewey 
when the governor’s name was 
placed in nomination. 

“Hearty congratulations to you 
on your nomination,” it said. “You 
have one of the great opportun- 
ities of history.” 

Willkie gave the telegram to a 
Western Union messenger, then 
told the press about it. But the 
Western Union didn’t send the 
telegram. The company notified 
Willkie that war communications 
order 25 prohibits the dispatching 
of congratulatory messages. 

Meantime, however, radio news- 
casters picked up the story and 
broadcast it. Dewey, waiting at 
Albany for word of his nomina- 
tion, heard the message and sent 
a telegram to Willkie, saying: 

“Many thanks for your gracious 
wire and for your good wishes. I 
appreciate them ever so much.”
